The political 
grandstanding that’s taking place, coupled with 
rush enact new regulations without properly 
considering their impact, irrational. 
even worse, however, motivating the at- 
torneys who are working wrongful-death law- 
suits for surviving family members the Station- 
fire victims. date, two have been filed. These 
suits seek damages from club owners Jeffrey and 
Michael Derderian, the surviving members the 
band Great White, and the town West War- 
wick, well the American Foam Corporation, 
which sold sound-insulating foam the Derde- 
rians: Clear Channel Communications, owner 
radio station WHJY; and Anheuser-Busch. Un- 
less there’s evidence that someone from Ameri- 
can Foam lied the Derderians about the insu- 
lating foam, which there isn’t, how can American 
Foam held responsible any way for the fire? 
for and Budweiser, did anyone from 
either company light the pyrotechnic display? 
No. (In fact, disc jockey Michael Gon- 
salves, who introduced Great White before the 
performance, died the fire, did Nicholas 
the 18-year-old son.of talk-show 


host David Kane.) Did anyone from either com- 
pany have any responsibility whatsoever for the 
tragedy either before after started? Again, 
no. why are attorneys going after these com- 
panies? Because, unlike the Derderian brothers, 
surviving members the band, and the town 
West Warwick who are the parties most likely 
found culpable for the fire they have the 
deep pockets and insurance that can result 
large payoff.

The practice media outlets and 
other companies associating themselves with 
public performances for promotional considera- 
tions well-established one.

the post-fire response thus far, only one 
reasonable proposal stands out: requiring the in- 
stallation sprinkler systems. The Rhode Island 
legislature considering measure that would 
mandate sprinklers clubs licensed for more 
than 100 patrons. And Boston city councilor 
Steve Murphy says the council looking ways 
end the practice grandfathering clubs from 
current building codes, which means that some 
venues that would otherwise required in- 
stall sprinkler systems are exempt from the law 
because they predate its inception. While such 
systems are costly, Murphy points out, insur- 
ance premiums down dramatically for venues 
with sprinklers. Or, Kevin Cummings, who 
owns and manages the Cats nightclub Paw- 
tucket, put the Phoenix roundtable: “Bring 
places code. right there, guys. Just 
that statement: the codes are there for all us. 
take certain responsibility opening 
our doors and saying come and play here. 
Eat, drink, dance, and have good time.” 

It’s not easy set aside emotion when dealing 
with something like the Station fire. But just 
what need right now. Reactive measures 
can threaten the economic survival our vital en- 
tertainment industry. Meanwhile, calm and ra- 
tional analysis what additional measures should 
taken will ensure public safety.

Send the pope Baghdad! 


Renowned peace and 
anti-nuke activist Helen 
Caidicott thinks she has a 
way to stop the all-but- 
inevitable war with Iraq: 
convince Pope John Paul 
Il to join the human 
shields in Baghdad. 
Caldicott, who became 
well known during the 
1980s for her anti-nuke 
activism, is urging people 
around the world to 
contact the pope and ask 
him to travel to Iraq. The 
pope, of course, has 
formally denounced the 
Bush administration's 
policy, so who knows? He 
may be open to the suggestion. 

Caildicott argues that “[t]he Pope’s physical 
presence in Iraq will act as the ultimate human 
shield, during which time leaders of the world 
nations can commit themselves to identifying 
and implementing a peaceful solution to this 
war that the world’s majority clearly does not 
support.” The Web site of the Nuclear Policy 
Research Institute (www.nuclearpolicy.org) 
posts a letter from Caldicott as well as a sample 
letter to send to Vatican City that argues her 
case in the most serious terms — “your 
physical presence in Baghdad will prevent the 
impending slaughter of hundreds of thousands 
of human beings” — and makes a good case 
for the 82-year-old Vicar of Christ on Earth to 
lay his body on the line. 

Would such a scheme work? It might. What 
president wants to go down in history as the 


CLASS NOTES 
Harvard 


The prelude to last Friday's “Globalization 
and Human Values: Envisioning World 
Community,” a dreamy-sounding Harvard class 
of 522 students that's the brainchild of junior 
faculty member Brian Palmer, was supposed to 
be footage from a Tibetan Freedom Concert. 
But concert organizer and Palmer's childhood 
chum, Adam Yauch — a/k/a MCA the Betty- 
Crocker-biasting-Beastie-Boy-turned-Tibetan- 
mouthpiece — left New York in a rush and 
forgot to bring the DVD. So instead, Palmer 
introduced his friend this way: “Adam Yauch is 
the founding member of the most respected 
white hip-hop group of all time —” 

At which point, the seemingly embarrassed 
lyricist playfully shoved Palmer and mumbled, 
“Nah, let's get down to it.” 

The afternoon Yauch appeared at Harvard 
was four days before the Beastie Boys released 
“In a World Gone Mad,” an antiwar rant 
available at www.beastieboys.com with 
priceless lyrics like “George Bush you're 
looking like Zoolander'Trying to play tough for 
the camera” (Yauch’s line) and “You and 
Saddam should kick it like back in the day/With 
the cocaine and Courvoisier’ (Mike D's 
chestnut). Comfy in dark sneakers, saggy 
slacks, and a greenish-brown hooded 
sweatshirt, Yauch wasn't here to give props to 
his upcoming track — he didn’t even mention 
the release until a handful of fan-students 
remained for autographs. As planned, he softly 
and self-effacingly sat on the lecture-hall table 
for 50 minutes, answering students’ questions. 

Does he have political ambitions? “No, | 
don't,” he murmured into the microphone. “But | 
gotta say, | lived in LA and Hollywood for a while, 
and when | visited DC, DC was the most similar 
place to Hollywood that I've ever seen in my life” 
Does he think lyrical content affects listeners? “A 
lot of the things we said on [Licensed to Ii], we 
would just be goofin’ around and trying to say 
the wildest things we could,” he said solemnly. 
“Over time you start see how does affect 
people. I'd be hanging at a club and have some 
kid come up to me and say, ‘Yeah, it’s cool you 
smoke dust. I'm like, ‘Ah, | was just kidding.”

a tremendous statement 
on behalf of finding other 
ways to resolve conflict 
besides killing people. In 
fact, the pope might also 
want to bring along 
Archbishop of Canterbury 
Rowan Williams and Rabbi 
ismar Schorsch, 
chancellor of the Orthodox 
Jewish Theological 
Seminary, who has called 
a unilateral war “a 
calamitous policy.” 

Caldicott notes that if 
the pope went to Baghdad, it would be 
“historically unprecedented,” but this is not the 
case. In AD 452, Pope Leo | left the confines 
of besieged Rome and entered the camp of 
Attila the Hun to beg him to halt his invasion 
of the Holy City. Leo was helped by the 
miraculous appearance of Saints Peter and 
Paul. But he was also able to convince the 
Hun that he should cease and desist by 
reminding him that power was fleeting and 
that Rome, which once ruled the world, was 
now a “supplicant at his feet.” Attila, humbled 
by the thought that tremendous power does 
not necessarily produce positive results, 
withdrew. Sure, Rome eventually fell, Attila 
eventually died, and Leo | became Leo the 
Great. But sometimes a little moral vision isn't 
such a bad thing.

Times dismissed as “Idealism 101,” Palmer, 
along with teaching fellow Kate Holbrook, 
designed the class as a talk-show format in 
which students interview renowned speakers, 
mostly with prepared questions. “I wanted a 
forum where the guest can’t necessarily control 
the theme, where someone can ask Robert 
Reich about a low level of charitable giving on 
his tax forms one year,” Palmer says. “Or like 
last semester, where someone can ask Tom 
Chapell, the founder of Tom's of Maine, 
whether he drives a sport-utility vehicle.” (He 
does.) 

Yauch might be the only name listed on 
Religion 1528's syllabus who’s both rhymed 
on-stage with an inflatable phallus and 
communed with the Dalai Lama, but the 19 
other guests Palmer lined up aren't exactly 
underachievers. The roster includes inner-city- 
kid advocate and author Jonathan Kozol, 
former secretary of labor Robert Reich, lefter- 
than-left linguist Noam Chomsky, ethicist 
Peter Singer, historian Howard Zinn, political 
scholar Michael Ignatieff, and writer Jamaica 
Kincaid. “They're high-voltage individuals who 
seem to have found a forum in which to affect 
politics,” Palmer says of the speakers he spent 
more then five months securing. “The guests 
are all, | know the word only in Swedish — fire 
souls — impassioned people struggling.” 

Not every invitee accepts. Among those who 
have declined are Massachusetts governor Mitt 
Romney, Senators John Kerry and Ted 
Kennedy, and New York Times columnist 
Thomas Friedman, as well as Harvard 
president Larry Summers. As teaching fellow 
John McMillian is quick to point out, Summers's 
decision smacks of contradiction: “He’s said in 
many forums that he wants closer contact 
between himself and students. It’s a little bit 
silly that he can’t free up an hour on Monday or 
a Wednesday to answer students’ questions.” 

If you're sensing a bit of hostility against 
Harvard, you're not mistaken. “In some ways, 
the course is consciously un-Harvard, even a 
touch anti-Harvard,” admits Palmer. “It 
challenges the emphasis on competition — 
education as a means to find one’s way to the 
top of our competitive society.” He adds, “I’m 
more interested in the larger world than in 
simply the Harvard community. The university 
will spit me out like a used piece of chewing 
gum sooner or later.”

Now, though, you 
can well any about 100 other 
classics because print-on-demand 
partnership between the Harvard University Press and 
Acme Bookbinding, Boston firm that the oldest binding company 
the country.

“We have many really important, significant works that have 
gone out print and that were really expensive print again the 
traditional way, particularly that the market was kind 
unpredictable,” says Mary Kate Maco, publicity director for 
Harvard University Press.

Harvard struck last November with Acme. The Charlestown-based, 
family-owned business, founded 1821, has been doing quite bit 
digital copying and binding for libraries recent years, says 
Acme’s president, Paul Parisi, who himself Harvard graduate.

work that libraries need publishing small quantities books for 
customers. 

“The craftsmanship that went into these old books extraordinarily 
complex,” Parisi says. creating book that looks like the 
original, which was made perhaps 100 years ago.”

otherwise. the October 2001 issue Transfusion Medi- 
cine find article titled “Six Hundred Reasons Do- 
nate Blood” D.A. Redelmeier. This closely reasoned trea- 
tise consists two paragraphs. The first notes the disadvan- 
tages blood donation, “Some risk financial cost 
assumed sloppy application the disinfectant causes 
bad clothing stain.” The second paragraph provides the fol- 
lowing analysis: 

“Perhaps blood donation could promoted one way 
lose bit unwanted weight. Taking into account the com- 
position and energy each component ... estimated that 
one unit blood reflects about 600 cal food intake. 
Hence, single donation can off-set either hamburgers, 
donuts, granola bars. Awareness these statistics 
might increase the appeal blood donation, particularly 
among healthy adults who are concerned about obesity.” 

According 
the American Red Cross, “People good health who weigh 
least 110 pounds can donate unit blood often 
every eight weeks.”

coherent critique conservative media bias. 
Polls show that the public believes the media 
favor liberals, which unsurprising given 
that that’s what they’ve been told over and 
over again. And it’s not likely change any 
time soon.

His goal, he added, was not to persuade 
journalists that they should take liberal positions. Rather, it 
was to help them recognize the onslaught of conservative 
pressure to which they are subjected on an everyday basis 
so that they are better equipped to stand up to it.

cause the liberal-media-bias shtick has become so frayed 

that it no longer packs the wallop that it used to. Indeed, as Alterman writes in his book, conserva- 
tives themselves, such as William Kristol and Pat Buchanan, have admitted that charges of bias 
were never more than a useful tool with which to pressure the media into seeing things their way. 

Among those in the audience was liberal humorist Al Franken, who, according to his introduc- 
tion by Shorenstein Center director Alex Jones, is working on a book of his own, to be titled Lies 
and the Liars Who Tell Them. (The subtitle, Franken deadpanned, will be A Fair and Balanced 
Look at the Right.) Alterman all but invited Franken to jump in, but Franken, perhaps not wanting 
to cut into Alterman’s moment, retained a respectful silence. 

Alterman has a reputation for combativeness — not a bad thing, given the wimpy state of mod- 
ern liberalism. On Tuesday, he told his audience, “Conservatives are very well represented at 
Harvard, including in the president's office.” That shot at Lawrence Summers drew a few 
ooooohs, which led Alterman to joke that of course he didn’t actually mean the president himself. 

He took on National Public Radio, that alleged bastion of media liberalism, saying, “How long 
would you have to listen to NPR before you would hear a show called Labor Watch?” As for why 
the Fox News Channel, with its much smaller audience, seems to be more influential than NPR, 
he explained, “NPR is like a James Taylor concert. Fox News is like a Led Zeppelin concert.” For 
good measure, he admitted he rarely listens to NPR, saying, “I hate that voice that they have.” 

He blasted the “egregious suck-up journalism toward big business in the 1990s.” 

He criticized the media's coverage of the 2000 Bush-Gore contest. “All we learned,” he said, 
“was that Gore is a liar and Bush is a dope.” In fact, he added, Bush isn't a dope and Gore isn't 
a liar — and Gore, in particular, was so unfairly tarnished by the “liar” label that even Alterman 
didn’t realize until later the extent to which Gore had been smeared with falsehoods. 

But he also damned Al Gore with faint praise, answering a question about Ralph Nader this 
way: “I'm supposedly blinded by my animus toward Ralph Nader and my love for A! Gore. | don’t 
love Al Gore. In fact, | don't even like him all that much. | just liked him better than the alternative.” 

And he explained MSNBC's decision to give a talk show to right-wing hatemonger Michael 
Savage thusly: “It gives MSNBC no pleasure to hire a caveman like Michael Savage. They're not 
proud of it. They don’t want to have dinner with him. But they think that’s where the money is.” 


there may substantial audience willing 
consider the conservative-bias argument. 

Which why, all these developments, 
perhaps the most important the publica- 
tion new book, What Liberal Media? 
The Truth About Bias the News (Basic 

Books), Eric Alterman, the media colum- 
nist for the left-liberal Nation and blogger 
for MSNBC.com. The “bias” his subtitle 
refers the charge liberal media bias 
general and Bernard afore- 
mentioned tedious, poorly argued book 
particular (see “Don’t Quote Me,” News and 
Features, January 18, 2002), although 
dispenses with the latter few pages. 
the former, Alterman sheer accumula- 
tion evidence mounts devastating as- 
sault the notion that the news media are 
bed with liberals and Democrats. 

Other than the depth detail Alterman 
offers, there’s nothing here that should sur- 
prise anyone. Yet, given the sturdiness the 
liberal-media-bias shibboleth, his thesis un- 
doubtedly will surprise many. 
brief, Alterman argues that conservatives 
have used the liberal-bias model indeed, 
quotes prominent conservatives such

William Kristol and Pat Buchanan admit- 
ting was never much more than handy 
cudgel “work the refs”; that is, de- 
mand that the media bend over far back- 
ward attempt fair that they end 
favoring conservatives over liberals. 

Wisely, Alterman concedes that the main- 
stream media are broadly liberal, especially 
social and cultural issues such repro- 
ductive choice, gay rights, and attitudes to- 
ward religion. But the same time, Alter- 
man observes, the media are overwhelmingly 
moderate conservative economic poli- 
cy, contemptuous organized labor and 
the anti-globalization movement as, say, the 
average CEO. They are heavily influenced 
the interests their corporate owners, self- 
censoring efficiently that top-down de- 
crees are entirely unnecessary which 
means that actual examples corporate 
censorship are rare. “The reporter, the edi- 
tor, the producer, and the executive produc- 
all understand implicitly that their jobs 
depend part keeping their corporate 
parents happy,” Alterman writes.

Alterman also observes that the pundit ratio 
any mainstream media outlet, whether 
the op-ed page the New York Times, the 
commentaries NPR, the talking heads 
the networks’ Sunday-morning chat 
shows, are far more balanced with conserva- 
tives than the conservative media are with lib- 
erals. The same allegedly liberal journalists 
who voted for Clinton and Gore made their

Alterman chooses some counterintuitive 
targets make some his points. For ex- 
ample, points the Washington Post’s 
David Broder, the “dean” political pun- 
dits, having established reputation 
centrist, even liberal, despite taking nu- 
merous conservative positions over the years 
from calling Eugene McCarthy’s and 
Robert Kennedy’s antiwar activities “degrad- 
ing” 1968 arguing years later that 
Bill Clinton’s affair with Monica Lewinsky 
was “worse” than Richard Nixon’s criminal 
abuse his presidential powers. 

The Post’s media reporter, Howard Kurtz, 
who also hosts CNN’s Reliable Sources, gets 
whacked Alterman for lending the re- 
spectability his nonpartisan image con- 
servatives ranging from Tucker Carlson 
Laura Ingraham both the profiles writes 
for his paper and the guests chooses for his 
show, while rarely saying nice word about 
liberals. Interestingly, Alterman also goes into 
some depth about Kurtz’s conflict interest 
reporting CNN for the Post. Yet Alter- 
man fails mention that several years ago, 
when the Washington Post Company formed 
alliance with MSNBC, the company report- 
edly tried pressure Kurtz into moving 
that cable outlet, which jointly owned 
corporate titans General Electric and Mi- 
crosoft. Whatever Kurtz’s conflicts may be, 
they pale compared those his employer. 

The neolib/neocon New Republic takes 
the chin for reasons that are not its editors’ 
fault: the magazine continues held 
icon liberal thought the Washington 
establishment even though hasn’t been truly 
liberal for many years. Alterman’s argument 
that conservatives can disingenuously cite 
TNR font liberalism, thus discrediting 
true liberals, which hardly TNR’s responsi- 
bility. (He quotes old joke from former 
TNR editor Michael Kinsley that the maga- 
zine should renamed Even the Liberal New 
Republic ...) Alterman also rather coura- 


geously (and accurately) notes that his own 
magazine, the Nation, widely viewed out 
the mainstream part because “the 
continued appearance its pages long- 
time Stalinist communist, Alexander Cock- 
burn, whose unabashed hatred for both 
America and Israel, ... tarnish the reputation 
its otherwise serious contributors.” 

don’t agree with everything 
book (although appreciate the mention 
page 59).

human-services advocates look 

Governor Mitt Romney’s proposed 
$22.9 billion budget for fiscal year (FY) 
2004, the more they come hate it. The 
latest battle? Civil-legal-aid services. The 
budget plan trims $2.96 mil- 
lion, percent, from the $8.96 million 
account the Massachusetts Legal Assis- 
tance Corporation (MLAC), which doles 
out state funding for nearly two dozen 
programs providing legal aid the poor, 
the disenfranchised, and those who are 
otherwise chronically underrepresented 
our courts. The governor’s plan would 
also simply away with two other legal- 
aid programs for prisoners and the men- 
tally ill eliminating the entire state ap- 
propriations $700,250 and $507,000, 
respectively for Massachusetts Correc- 
tional Legal Services (MCLS) and the 
Mental Health Legal Advisors Committee 
(MHLAC). Reaction from advocates for 
the civil-legal-aid services has been swift: 
Lonnie Powers, who heads the MLAC, de- 
scribes the budget cuts “alarming.” 
adds, “The Romney administration doesn’t 
seem want low-income people have 
access lawyers.” 

Naturally, the administration puts dif- 
ferent spin its proposals. The intent, 
officials claim, not eliminate pro- 
grams, but rather fold such services 
into one overarching agency. According 
Daniel Winslow, the governor’s chief 
counsel, the Romney budget “discontinues 
the separate line items” for the MCLS and 
the MHLAC, yet also proposes “col- 
lapse” all civil-legal-aid services under 
MLAC. But Winslow admits that nothing 
the proposed budget language earmarks 
funding for legal-aid programs for prison- 
ers and the mentally ill. When asked why 
effort was made preserve all the 
existing legal-aid agen- 
cies, replies, “In times scarce dollars, 
the effect separate line items give 
priority one group over another. be- 
lieve that it’s better fold all money into 
one account. times scarce resources, 
there should equal consideration 
merit where the needs are.” 

budget deficit that may approach bil- 
lion, the state’s facing tough times. And 
budget-makers have found themselves 
quandary. the one hand, organiza- 
tion that receives public funds will manage 
escape cuts. the other hand, any re- 
ductions for civil-legal-aid services will 
come with price which few are aware 
one that Massachusetts might not 
able afford down the road. 


HERE’S QUESTION Romney’s 

budget cuts civil-legal-aid 
services will have severe consequences. 
Even before the proposed reductions, the 
MLAC has had get with woefully in- 
adequate funding for its legal-aid pro- 
grams statewide that help the poor, the 
elderly, the disabled, and the disenfran- 
chised. date, some 700,000 Massachu- 
setts residents live poverty meaning 
that they earn just under $23,000 year 
for family four. Yet the legal-aid sys- 
tem boasts only one attorney for every 
3500 people, compared one for every

136 the private sector. Clearly, the gov- 
ernor’s latest cuts will exacerbate this dis- 
parity. According MLAC, the million 
loss will force programs turn away 
10,000 people who would’ve received rep- 
resentation this year. “This bottom- 
line safety net,” says Boston attorney 
Stephen Oleskey, who serves the 
MLAC board. “If you take away people’s 
right counsel, you leave them their 
own when they need legal advocates the 
most.” 

The administration’s move also seems 
fiscally unwise, given that legal-aid pro- 
grams offer clear economic return the 
state. Last year, for instance, after resi- 
dent been denied extended unem- 
ployment benefits sought out legal-aid 
services, Greater Boston Legal Services 
attorney discovered that the resident (and 
thousands more) could become eligible 
changing single word the state train- 
ing and employment law. Legal-aid advo- 
cates lobbied the legislature, which 


amended the law December 2002. The 
new provision brought additional $10 
million federal funds into the state last 
year, with another million expected 
come 2003 million more than 
what the Romney administration appropri- 
ated for all civil-legal-aid programs its 
budget. 

Meanwhile, legal-aid attorneys repre- 
sented about 1200 chronically disabled 
residents appealing for benefits 
been denied fiscal year 2002 and 
won percent the time. That trans- 
lates into million federal reimburse- 
ments for the state that would not have 
had otherwise. Similar savings are gener- 
ated legal-aid attorneys who enable eld- 
erly residents secure Medicare pay- 
ments for home health care and thus 
stay out costly nursing homes. And 
these financial considerations don’t even 
take into account the societal advantages 
helping poor families remain homes, 
battered women obtain shelter, and elderly 


couples get out mortgage scams. the 
MLAC’s Powers puts it, “Given benefits 
that provide, our funding wonder- 
ful investment the state.” 

The argument rings equally true for 
programs that serve critical safeguards 
for the state and that would put out 
business under the Romney plan. The 
MCLS, for one, offers rare glimpse in- 
side the state’s correctional facilities. 
Unlike visitors and volunteers, the 
agency’s five attorneys can enter Massa- 
chusetts prisons and jails without having 
jump through regulatory hoops. They 
can visit facilities soon they hear 
about brutality neglect. They can in- 
form legislators problems that would 
otherwise unchecked. For example, 
Newton state representative Kay Khan, 
long-time supporter prisoners’ rights, 
got recent call from MCLS attorney 
about prisoner been placed 
“mental-health watch” MCI-Cedar 
Junction, in Walpole. When Khan visited 
the building, she found the inmate holed 
dank basement cell that the 
Supreme Judicial Court had banned from 
use 1983. Without MCLS, she says, 
never have known that this inappro- 
priate place was used hold people.” 

It’s easy write off prisoners ani- 
mals who don’t deserve Yet 
without check the Massachusetts 
prison system, which houses 21,000 peo- 
ple, what happens behind its walls can be- 
come “far more harmful the person who 
gets spit out,” contends Michael Cutler, 
Boston attorney who handles correctional 
legal services. such, the MCLS, 
adds, “serves vital oversight function.” 

One look the agency’s caseload shows 
just how essential this role really is. Last 
year, the MCLS won class-action lawsuit 
filed against the state Department Cor- 
rection (DOC) after the department 
placed hundreds young prisoners, most 
them black and Latino, isolated 
gang unit, even though DOC officials had 
failed follow their own regulations for 
determining whether prisoners have gang 
affiliations. Currently, it’s preparing an- 
other class-action suit for dozens dis- 
abled prisoners living the hospital wing 
the medium-security facility MCI- 
Shirley, where prisoners are routinely de- 
nied access educational and rehabilita- 
tive programs. Those who cannot walk are 
effectively confined their beds. The af- 
fected inmates include diabetic who, un- 
able seek alternative treatment for his 
illness while DOC custody, had have 
both his legs amputated during his in- 
carceration. 

The MCLS, short, provides sort 
safety valve. Its lawyers diffuse tensions 
giving prisoners outlet for their legiti- 
mate claims, which, turn, averts costly 
(and deadly) conflicts behind the walls. 
Though hard quantify, the dollars 
spared such prevention are consider- 
able. Easter Sunday 2001, the loss 
privileges the Bristol County House 
Corrections sparked riot that caused 
property damage the millions dollars, 
well physical injuries. When the same 
jail instituted $5-per-day rent last 
spring, prisoners vowed resort vio- 
lence until MCLS intervened. Attor- 
neys have filed pending suit against the

jail for what they term the “unlawful” pay- 
to-stay fee imposed prisoners and their 
families. Peter Kane, former prisoner 
who now works paralegal MCLS, 
says that “as much people like forget 
about prisoners,” some conditions warrant 
legal action. “Someone needs look out 
for them prevent the kinds abuses 
that saw happening prison.” 

Similarly, the MHLAC acts safe- 
guard for yet another constituency that’s 
underrepresented and susceptible 
abuse: the mentally ill. Over the years, the 
eight-person committee has been the 
state’s most comprehensive resource for 
mentally ill and mentally retarded resi- 
dents, well their families and doc- 
tors. Last year, MHLAC handled the cases 
some 1000 people statewide. Many 
them suffer from chronic depression 
post-traumatic-stress disorder, yet were 
denied federal benefits because their dis- 
abilities are mental illnesses. Clients in- 
clude mentally ill residents who cannot get 
private insurers cover the costs psy- 
chiatric hospitalizations; mentally retarded 
residents who are “stuck” state institu- 
tions; and traumatized residents who are 
held against their will. The agency has be- 
come what MHLAC senior attorney Susan 
Fendell calls “the conscience the men- 
tal-health system.”

January 1980, President Carter effectively declared the 
Gulf zone influence, especially against encroachment 
from the Soviet Union. “Let our position absolutely clear,” 
said, announcing what came known the Carter Doc- 
trine. “An attempt any outside force gain control the Per- 
sian Gulf region will regarded assault the vital inter- 
ests the United States America, and such assault will 
repelled any means necessary, including military force.” 
back this doctrine, Carter created the Rapid Deployment 
Force, “over the horizon” military unit capable rushing sev- 
eral thousand troops the Gulf crisis. 


Step two: The Central Command 

the 1980s, under President Reagan, the United States 
began pressing countries the Gulf for access bases and sup- 
port facilities. The Rapid Deployment Force was transformed 
into the Central Command, new military command au- 
thority with responsibility for the Gulf and the surrounding re- 
gion from Eastern Africa Afghanistan. Reagan tried organ- 
ize “strategic consensus” anti-Soviet allies, including 
Turkey, Israel, and Saudi Arabia. The United States sold billions 
dollars’ worth arms the Saudis the early from 
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AWACS surveillance aircraft F-15 fighters. 
And 1987, the height the war between 
Iraq and Iran, the Navy created the Joint 
Task Force-Middle East protect oil tankers 
plying the waters the Gulf, thus expanding 
Naval presence just three four war- 
ships into flotilla 40-plus aircraft carriers, 
battleships, and cruisers. 


Step three: The War 

Until 1991, the United States was unable 
persuade the Arab Gulf states allow perma- 
nent American presence their soil. Mean- 
while, Saudi Arabia, while maintaining its close 
relationship with the United States, began 
diversify its commercial and military ties; the 
time Ambassador Chas Freeman arrived 
there the late the United States had 
fallen fourth place among arms suppliers 
the kingdom. “The United States was being 
supplanted even commercial terms the 
British, the French, even the Chinese,” Free- 
man notes. 

All that changed with the Gulf War. Saudi 
Arabia and other Gulf states longer opposed 
direct military presence, and American 
troops, construction squads, arms salesmen, 
and military-assistance teams rushed in. “The 
Gulf War put Saudi Arabia back the map 
and revived relationship that had been severe- 
attrited,” says Freeman. 

the decade after the war, the United 
States sold more than $43 billion worth 
weapons, equipment, and military-construction 
projects Saudi Arabia, and $16 billion more 
Kuwait, Qatar, Bahrain, and the United Arab 
Emirates, according data compiled the 
Federation American Scientists. Before Op- 
eration Desert Storm, the military enjoyed 
the right stockpile, “pre-position,” mili- 
tary supplies only the comparatively remote 
Gulf state Oman the Indian Ocean. After 
the war, nearly every country the region 
began conducting joint military exercises, host- 
ing Naval units and Air Force squadrons, 
and granting the United States pre-positioning 
rights. “Our military presence the Middle 
East has increased dramatically,” then—defense 
secretary William Cohen boasted 1995. 

Another boost the presence was the 
unilateral imposition, 1991, no-fly zones 
Northern and Southern Iraq, enforced most- 
aircraft from bases Turkey and 
Saudi Arabia. “There was massive build-up, 
especially around Incirlik Turkey, police 
the northern no-fly zone, and around [the 
Saudi capital of] Riyadh, police the southern 
no-fly zone,” says Colin Robinson the Cen- 
ter for Defense Information, Washington 
think tank. billion-dollar, high-tech com- 
mand center was built Saudi Arabia near 
Riyadh, and over the past two years the United 
States has secretly been completing another 
one Qatar. The Saudi facilities “were built 
with capacities far beyond the ability Saudi 
Arabia use them,” Robinson says. “And 
that’s exactly what Qatar doing now.” 


Step four: Afghanistan 

The war Afghanistan and the open- 
ended war terrorism, which has led 
strikes Yemen, Pakistan, and elsewhere 
further boosted America’s strength the re- 
gion.

You can’t ig- 
nore it, but got the OT. And 
you can’t wait till gets too far along.” 

But the companies are also anxious about the 
consequences war, according many ex- 
perts, oil-company executives, and former State 
Department officials. “The oil companies are 
caught the middle,” says Bailey. Executives 
fear that war could create havoc the region, 
turning Arab states against the United States 
and Western oil companies. the other hand, 
should invasion Iraq successful, they 
want there when the oil up.

Ibrahim Oweiss, Middle East specialist

scared about the outcome this,” says. 
“They are not all sure this the best in- 
terests the oil industry.” 

Anne Joyce, editor the Washington- 
based Middle East Policy Council who has 
spoken privately top Exxon officials, says 
it’s clear that most oil-industry executives “are 
afraid” what war the Persian Gulf 
could mean the long term especially 
tensions the region spiral out control. 
“They see much too risky, and they are 
risk averse,” she says.

But Qaeda’s suicide attack did happen, 
leaving thousands dead New York and hun- 
dreds other casualties Washington, DC, 
and Pennsylvania. The terrorists also shattered 
any number illusions, and the ripples from 
that tragic day have redefined global politics and 
economics. But the 9/11 attacks’ most immedi- 
ate effect, particularly the United States, was 
suck the energy and fury from the emer 
global-justice movement. 


September 11's effect on the global-justice 
movement was instantaneous and profound. 
Organizers had planned bring Genoa-style 
protests the streets Washington, DC, 
September 2001, protest the annual meeting 
the International Monetary Fund (IMF) and 
the World Bank. Before the 9/11 attacks, there 
were predictions that 100,000 people more 
would take the streets Washington 


protest the two institutions seen as the primary 
symbols globalization. After the attacks, the 
IMF and World Bank canceled their meetings, 
and fewer than people turned 
march more generic fashion against immi- 
nent war Afghanistan 
The looming imminence US-led attack 

Iraq has filled the streets again and 
ibers than before. Yet the out- 
about issues such poverty, predatory 
and global trading system stacked 
against the Third World has been lost the 
sharply focused attack the Bush administra- 
tion’s rush war. The street battles that made

Giuliani into martyr have also disappeared for 
the moment, put aside with the understanding 
that peace movement rooted vio- 
lence and property destruction. The highly suc- 
cessful worldwide mass antiwar mobilization 
February may have had its roots the glob- 
al-justice movement, but those marches didn’t 
focus its core issues. 

Yet one the unintended ironies the immi- 
nent attack that has also disheartened 
ardent globalizers. The dark cloud that hung over 
this year’s World Economic Forum Davos, 
Switzerland, was not cast global-justice pro- 
testers though thousands did gather there 
protest, with another 150,000 convening 
anti-globalization “World Social Forum” meeting 
Brazil but rather the imminent war 
The specter war dominated the world’s 
pre-eminent globalization gathering, creating 
notably downbeat air for the businessmen and 
politicians who normally gather discuss the in- 
exorable march globalization. 

Howard Stringer, president Sony Cor- 
poration America, mused aloud reporter 
for the Chicago Tribune this year’s Davos 
gathering: “At time economic downturn 
and impending war, how you separate 
the demonstrators outside from the hostility in- 
side? The demonstrators have become pecu- 
liarly redundant.” 

The drive war with Iraq has done some- 
thing that Carlo Giuliani probably never dreamed 
was possible: has forged agreement between 
the proselytizers globalization and those who 
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are dedicated fighting its injustices and in- 
equities. Neither wants see Iraq war. 


SPIN FROM advocates 

that 9/11 and the anti-Saddam crusade have 
not dampened their movement. Rather, those 
events have caused shift focus from the 
streets other forms protest and engagement. 

Guardian columnist George Monbiot, one 
the leading theorists the global-justice move- 
ment, offered the most succinct summing 
this spin January column. “Far from 
dying away,” Monbiot wrote, “our movement 
has grown bigger than most could have 
guessed.” cited the 150,000 gathered for the 
World Social Forum, course, but Monbiot 
also argued that the media have “interpreted the 
absence coverage (by the newsrooms) 
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absence activity. One our recent discover- 
ies that longer need them.” 

Monbiot’s cheerleading has more than ele- 
ment truth it, but ignores the way the 
war Iraq distracted the world’s attention from 
global-justice issues. Valuable energy that could 
have been used extend the mo- 
mentum has been used instead organize op- 
position war And while Monbiot may 
right that the media’s role conduit for or- 
ganizing protest has declined, the fourth estate’s 
importance reaching the masses who are 
more interested in Joe Millionaire than in street 
politics has yet diminish. But anchors and 
print pundits obsessing over touch is- 
sues dear the global-justice movement. 
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number world leaders sympathetic 
the global-justice movement have realized that 
Iraq has stolen focus from the plight the 
world’s poor and they are sounding the 
alarm. recent gathering the heads 
state the Non-Aligned Movement (the 
grouping 115 countries not militarily aligned 
with Cold War superpower) Kuala 
Lumpur, South African president Thabo 
Mbeki argued that Iraq war would “deliver 
deadly blow the poor the world, who 
will have bear the additional pain growing 
impoverishment.” week earlier, the Inter- 
national Fund for Agricultural 
annual meeting Rome, secretary-general 
Kofi Annan warned that the world body’s 
steady focus Iraq “should not distract 
from our determination carry out the wider 
agenda the United Nations.” 

Some the trenches the fight for global 
justice admit that the impending Iraq adven- 
ture has drawn attention away from the move- 
ment and stalled some its public momen- 
tum well. For instance, one the global- 
justice greatest practical achieve- 
ments has been the debt-forgiveness campaign 
of the Jubilee Debt Coalition (a UK-based 
group dedicated changing international debt 
policy). Empowered its skillful coalition- 
building between diverse constituencies (in- 
cluding churches and labor) and aided the 
press attracted celebrity advocates such 
singer Bono, the Jubilee movement suc- 
cessfully forced debt forgiveness onto the agen- 
the IMF and the World Bank. 

Jubilee continues watchdog the implemen- 
tation the World Bank and IMF’s “en- 
hanced” debt-write-off plan and call for even 
broader and more far-reaching debt-forgiveness 
efforts. Jubilee USA Network national coordi- 
nator Marie Clark says that this “dramatic 
time,” her organization feeling the pinch 
limited amount time and resources.” Clark 
also observes that media are 
ignoring lot still going the 
movement, even 
when overlaps with the war terror and Iraq 
such the question accelerated debt for- 
giveness for Pakistan, and battle with 
the IMF over its austerity program. 

Clark agrees with Monbiot that global-jus- 
tice issues have not gone into total limbo. But 
she admits that the highly visible marching and 
confrontation that formerly garnered media at- 
tention for the global-justice cause has been di- 
verted the antiwar effort. “While the mass 
mobilizations have been smaller,” Clark notes, 
seeing more emphasis action 
played out the regional and local spheres. 
It’s not that the work has declined, but 
focused different tactics.” Jubilee USA 
Network’s case, some that change tactics 
has centered lobbying the Congress, 
where debt-forgiveness advocates have started 
get more favorable hearing. 


POLITICAL THEORY driving the im- 

pending war has now become crys- 
tal clear. Regime change Iraq the first 
domino progression peace and democ- 
ratization the Middle East. 

President George Bush put re- 
cent speech the American Enterprise Insti- 
tute: “Success Iraq could also begin new 
stage for Middle Eastern peace, and set mo- 
tion progress toward truly democratic Pales- 
tinian state. The passing Saddam Hussein’s 
regime will deprive terrorist networks 
wealthy patron that pays for terrorist training 
and offers rewards families suicide 
bombers. And other regimes will given 
clear warning that support for terror will not 
tolerated.” 

interesting note, however, that 
number economists and globalization advo- 
cates see another set dominoes tumbling 
war Iraq commences. Not only could even 
short conflict roil crucial markets (such oil) 
and kill off any faint hopes reviving the 
economy, but the unilateral nature the 
American effort unseat Hussein could fray 
time-tested trading and economic bonds 
damaging the free flow goods and capital 
that the underpinning globalization. 

not that things are peachy present, 
even without war numerous pub- 
lished reports the mood the World Eco- 
nomic Forum Davos made clear, dour as- 


sessment the world economy and the ad- 
ditional peril global finance represented 
war was inescapable. Robert Got- 
tliebsen the Australian wrote that at- 
tended more than forums, and never 
encountered this level global apprehension. 
undoubtedly the most dramatic the 
year history world business summits.” 

Throw the Iraq war, and economists see 
the global economic brew becoming even more 
toxic, for both the United States and others. 
Economists and scholars such Benjamin 
Barber, University Maryland scholar and 
author of Jihad vs. McWorld (Times Books, 
1995) who are critical globalization and 
its effects have been scathing this issue. 
talk last week Washington sponsored the 
Goethe-Institut, Barber noted that the United 
States was the architect the international 
order that undergirds globalization. “Now,” 
Barber noted the Bush 
policy, “it abdicating and abjuring the con- 
cept global governance.” 

But even some pro-globalization’s biggest 
op-ed warriors the New York Times’ 
Thomas Friedman and the Washington Post’s 
Robert Samuelson have expressed strong 
doubts about the possible repercussions 
war Friedman supports the war, but 
has been forthright about its contradictions 
and dangers. Last week, column titled 
“Chicken a la Iraq,” he noted that “[i]ndeed, 
our own Congress being asked suspend 
belief yet again and accept Mr. promis- 
that this war, soaring oil prices and weak- 
ening dollar bust the budget even more 
than his tax cuts already have.” 

Samuelson sees Iraq war posing even 
greater dangers for globalization. February 
column titled Economic Side Ef- 
fects,” Samuelson bluntly summed the 
issue: “What may ultimately said war 
with assuming occurs, that made 
the world safe for globalization that 
proved the world unfit for globalization.” Not- 
ing that globalization once seemed “irrepress- 
ible,” argued that economic and political 
pressures have already slowed globalization. 
And the war with Iraq? “Contradictions 
abound,” Samuelson concluded. “American 
leadership seems strong and countries 
everywhere assail it. Economic pressures draw 
nations together and cultural and political 
differences pull them apart. Some technologies 
favor global commerce and others abet ter- 
rorism. The logic for cohesion resists the 
power fragmentation. This looming war 
may help determine which prevails.” 

Other economists see more than contradic- 
tion. They see possible disaster. February 
op-ed published the Singapore paper the 
Edge, Earth Institute director Jeffrey Sachs dis- 
sected the possible effects war Iraq. 
this piece, Sachs trumpeted the “new form” as- 
sumed globalization: “global mass politics.” 
argued that the worldwide protests may not 
halt the war, but they will set the stage for con- 
siderable damage the United States and the 
world. “It unlikely that worldwide protests 
will stop the Bush war plans,” 
Sachs observed, “but they will shape the politi- 
cal, security and economic ramifications 
such war.” Americans, continued, “will 
pay dearly for launching war against global 
opinion” and “anti-US sentiments and terror- 
ism unleashed are likely massive.” 

his press conference March Presi- 
dent Bush brushed off questions about the ef- 
fect that protesters had his thinking about 
war Iraq. seen all kinds protests 
since I’ve been the president,” quipped. 
Bush also refused put any sort price tag 
the Iraq conflict, telling one questioner that 
“at the appropriate time, will ask for sup- 
plemental. And that will the moment where 
you and others will able recognize what 
think the dollar cost conflict will be.” 

These separate questions, however, are con- 
nected. And their intersection, Carlo Giu- 
liani meets Robert Samuelson. The fact that 
has seen convergence the views the 
global-justice movement and the views glob- 
alization’s greatest cheerleaders signals that 
opposition the manner which the United 
States pursuing regime change Iraq very 
broad indeed.

And once year here Boston, 600 people gather 
the Coolidge Corner Movie Theatre ply themselves with cof- 
fee and Kool-Aid and watch seemingly endless parade 
mind-controlling robots, city-stomping lizards, little green men, 
and flesh-eating insects not all them the screen. 


tradition, the annual Boston Science 
Fiction Film Festival could hardly described 
ancient. Even so, the years it’s been 
running, the festival has built almost alarm- 


ingly devoted following especially when 
you consider the feat endurance involved: 
straight hours movies with titles like 
Came From Outer Space and When Worlds 
Collide. “My friends all think must tor- 
ture,” says Boston University employee Suz- 
zanne Ochoa, 34, who’s been attending the 
sci-fi marathon since 1988. “But it’s not 


torture all. wonderful.” 

Indeed, for many attendees this 
festival SF/28, held over Presidents’ Day 
weekend the very idea staying awake for 
hours, least trying to, part the at- 
traction. the high, the lack sleep,” 
says Ochoa, “that euphoric denial that you 
through. makes the movies all the more 
beautiful, more surreal.” Cambridge resident 
Robert Noyes, 28, remembers watching 
a.m. screening the Japanese flying- 
monster epic Rodan hours into the 
marathon and “staring glorious min- 
utes nothing but the wanton destruction 
many, many miniatures, and thinking, 
sleep-deprived state, that was the coolest 
thing I've ever seen.” 

There are those, though, upon whom the 
lack sleep has more troubling effects. “My 
head hurts just thinking about it,” says Bob 
Seitz, 49, vintner from Oregon who’s 
his 26th marathon. “You walk outside and 
you look around every corner. look- 
ing top the buildings [for 
neurotic.” 

When learn that attending SF/28, 
first reaction one apprehension, fol- 
lowed dread, and then kind grim re- 
solve. And it’s not just the fact that far 
from being sci-fi fan that bothers me. Even 
though the organizer, Garen Daly, 
calls “the biggest slumber party that ever ex- 
isted,” you have assume given the ray 
guns zapping, the saucers spinning, the blood- 
curdling screams ringing out, and the ravages 
ass will suffer from hours movie 
seat that slumber will rare commodity, 
even for those who seek it. And then there’s 
the, um, air-quality issue. one veteran puts 
it, “It gets smelly.” 

The schedule alone daunting: movies 
varying degrees quality the good, the 
bad, and the schlocky with 10-minute 
break after each film. According the festival 
program, 10:30 p.m. watch The Valley 
Gwangi, which cowboys battle with 
dinosaurs; six hours later, we'll get The Brain 
from Planet Arous, whose protagonist 
giant, flying, sex-starved alien brain.” Even the 
addition such classics Metropolis cannot 

mitigate the fact that, come 1:30 a.m., we'll 
feasting our bleary eyes the rubbery special 
effects Sh! Octopus. The event is, Daly 
says, “Something that’s out the range 
what normal people will do.” 

Which leads question: what kinds 
people, exactly, do do this? 


HERE common conception among 

non-sci-fi fans that the genre attracts the 
pocket-protector set, 
anorak-wearing misfits who entertain the idea 
that Jar Jar Binks real-life being. While 
some the sci-fi community acknowledge 
and even celebrate their place “on the freaky 
side the barometer,” Ochoa puts it, oth- 
ers are rankled such characterizations. 
the days before SF/28, receive e-mail 
from Dan Kimmel, 47, movie critic for the 
Worcester Telegram & Gazette, who is on his 
23rd marathon. hope this will story 
about lot really nice people who enjoy 
something unusual,” writes, “as opposed 
‘get load the geeks’ piece.” 

Later, Kimmel con- 
tinues the theme. “The 
people who come this 
thing are not the stereo- 
typical overweight teens 
with Spock ears,” 
says. “These are not 
people living their 
parents’ rec room. at- 
tracts intellectual 
crowd.” The critic does 
that this year sit- 
ting with members the Martian Liberation 
Organization (MLO), group sci-fi buffs 
who wear quasi-military outfits (jumpsuits, 
red berets) and who once hijacked the festival 
because what they perceived “an anti- 
Martian bias.” 

The MLO isn’t the only organized group 
that regularly attends the marathon. The As- 
teroid Farmers Saturn are usually well rep- 
resented, are the Inner Four Planets You 
Can Stand On, the Bee People, and the Keep- 
ers the Lost Ark. And while there may not 
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abundance Spock ears prosthetic 
foreheads the audience, there are alien- 
mating-call contests, paper-airplane-making 
contests, and frequent mentions “The Star- 
ship Coolidge Corner.” And course, Daly 
says, “Everyone’s got ray gun.” 

Daly, been involved the marathon 
since 1978 and running since 1986, allows 
that the event attracts its share “under- 
socialized nerds.” But even gets little 
touchy the mention the G-word. “There 
are some incredibly smart, accomplished 
human beings the festival,” 
says. “We have someone who 
works for the state government, 
people the movie industry, sev- 
eral critics, people who own their 
own companies. have guy 
who ex-CIA, who did Special 
Ops Vietnam.” 

Even so, despite the efforts 
people like Dan Kimmel distin- 
guish themselves from Star Trek 
fanatics, there’s getting away 
from the fact that there something least 
little geeky about bunch middle-aged pro- 
fessionals zapping each other with ray guns 
and hollering, Rogers the 24th and 
half century!” Indeed, there are those who 
readily admit this, who scoff efforts 
downplay the dork aspect. especially 
amused the Marathoids who look down 
Trekkies geeks,” says Robert Viagas, 46, 
editor for Playbill. suppose that the land 
the blind, the one-eyed man cool.” 

One thing that’s very clear that the 
marathon people are committed lot. They 
come from all over the country attend the 
festival. They organize vacations around it, 
miss birthdays and anniversaries. And they 
start looking forward months advance. 
“| visit the [festival] Web site starting in Au- 
gust,” says Viagas, “and, embarrassed 
admit, send ticket money the Friday 
before Thanksgiving and start packing the day 
after Christmas.” adds: have been 
marathons, never missing one, whether for job 
changes, illness, weather, the birth two 
children, anything else.” 

Still, far mania goes, Viagas mod- 
erate. There are those who start getting jittery 
about the next festival soon the lights 
the current one, for whom kind 
depression sets when the final credits roll. 
“It’s just the most disheartening feeling when 
the doors open and the sun comes flooding 
in,” says Suzzanne Ochoa. sad. All 
can think about that moment that can’t 
wait for next year.” 

Ochoa’s not alone. All year long, message 
board devoted the festival hums with event- 
related chatter: snack-food tips, anecdotes, 
discussions such topics the aerodynamic 
superiority the flying saucer over the rocket 
ship. But the weeks before the marathon, 
the tone the board takes almost fran- 
tic tone. “It has started. deep the 
throes marathon fever,” writes man 
named Frank Urbano, week before SF/28 
check the website way too often now, upset 
that there not new posting every ten min- 
utes. Counting down the days, hours, minutes. 
have butterflies stomach.” 

Urbano, 47, who owns local comic-book 
store, his 25th marathon. generally 
shows the theater the night before the 
event, braving more than hours freez- 
ing temperatures ensure gets prized 
front-row seat. love it,” says. “It’s 
Christmas. Some are pushing for 
marathon the midpoint, tide over 
until the next one.” 

Then there’s Harvey Schwartz, 54-year- 
old Boston-based attorney who has not missed 
single marathon years, and who has 
actually suffered domestic strife result 
his devotion the event. “One year wife 
got suspicious about disappearing for 
full night every year, she bought ticket and 
showed wig see was really where 
the films that didn’t recognize her when 
she sat next and put her hand 


knee. kept firing ray gun and she left.” 


the intervening years, Schwartz’s wife 
has learned live with her husband’s inter- 
galactic journeys she’s had to. wouldn’t 
miss this event for just about anything,” 
says. “Once year get visit another world. 


It’s reminder that there are other realities out 
there not much the films, but 
the theater. These are people who 
march different drummer than the people 
meet law practice.” Indeed, many 
colleagues have difficulty coming 
terms with his fantasy life. “They don’t 
seem understand it,” says, “especially 
have major federal civil-rights trial the day 
after this year’s marathon. told the judge’s 
clerk little tired the first day. set 
priorities this one.”

But 
it’s ongoing fascination with worlds other 
than our own urge escape the drudg- 
ery the everyday that really keeps them 
coming back for more. “The marathon isn’t 
form escapism,” Schwartz says, “it’s es- 
capism personified. For hours away 
from everything else life.

Others, meanwhile, simply enjoy the flash- 
ing lights. like visions the future,” says 
Rob Noyes. like fantastic planet scapes, 
like Flash Gordon noises 
and machines that spark 
and brzzzzzt and have 
scientific purpose 
whatsoever except look 
cool. like tales future 
dystopia, and like giant 
monsters stomping the 
heck out cities. Perhaps 
easily amused.” 


VEN FOR those who 

enjoy sci-fi, have 
very easily amused 
relish the idea sitting 
through hours the 
the Coolidge, frigid, 
dreary Sunday afternoon, 
with something approach- 
ing panic. backside 
aches the very thought 
chair for the equivalent 
movies. stomach 
churns anticipation 
the crap asked di- 
gest (by the time leave the 
theater, have consumed 
gallon Diet Coke, 
double cheeseburger, 
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old Commander the Martian Liberation 
Organization, puts it. The marathon gives 
these sci-fi buffs not only chance immerse 
themselves the movies they love, but also 
chance prove their devotion the genre, 
and their mettle. “There definitely sensé 
accomplishment,” says Schwartz. “It’s almost 
like vision quest pushing yourself, 
but not for enlightenment, just for the sake 
doing it.” 

Robert Viagas, for his part, likens the sci-fi 
marathon the other Boston Marathon 

“except you get sit down.” Vi- 
agas goes point out that 
the marathon’s official slogan 
“Old enough know better, 
young enough stay awake.”

“At 
Desco, there was mystery about the records people 
tell whether they were new old. the 
beginning, people really thought they were buying old 
record. Record collectors and DJs tend worship old 
stuff, but new record, listening with more 
critical ear. got over that: they liked before they 
realized were new, and once they realized they liked it, 
they couldn’t not like it. And really opened things for 
funk bands and gave legitimacy.”

“Those guys 
made cool get into old funk records,” Sugarman 
acknowledges. “That opened lots doors for us.” the

and George Abrams Collection,” which opens the Fogg 
Museum Art next Saturday. The Abramses are Boston

Gaspar Irréversible inexcusable? 


rench filmmaker Gaspar Noé was 

sweat several weeks ago the Miami 

International Film Festival. told 
anonymous threat kill him be- 
cause his transgressive Irréversible. 
been looking over his shoulder, anticipat- 
ing attack. Back the 2002 Cannes 
Film Festival, and his stars, Monica Bel- 
lucci and Vincent Cassel, were greeted 
with jeers and boos (and also applause) 
when they appeared for the press confer- 
ence following Irréversible’s 
premiere. 

Noé couldn’t have found 
surprising that some 
Cannes critics were jolted 
Irréversible’s most incen- 
diary scenes: guy pum- 
meled death fire ex- 
tinguisher the bowels 
the Paris gay bar Rectum, 
and there’s seemingly endless, no-escape 
brutal rape the corridors Paris Métro 
station. why trap audience into 
watching? 

“There are days you don’t want see 
such things,” conceded.

Based on Rolf Hochhuth’s controversial 1964 
play Der Steilvertreter (“The Deputy”), Costa- 
Gavras’s equally controversial adaptation pro- 
duced booing, hissing, applause, and bitter 
anger during the press conference following 
its premiere at last year's Berlin Film Festival. 
Hochhuth’s very long drama, which indicts 
Pope Pius XII for his failure to come to the aid 
Europe’s Jews during World War tries 
cover too much material; Costa-Gavras’s film 
suffers from the same weakness. Hochhuth's 
Pius is more interested in using Hitler to stop 
Stalin than saving Jews; odd 
that though Hochhuth has endorsed the film, 
it's not clear what Costa-Gavras’s Pius (Mar- 
cel lures) could have accomplished. (Were he 
to say, “Killing Jews is unacceptable.” Hitler 
seems set to reply, “We esteem the pope, but 
his Holiness has been misinformed as to what 
is happening to Jews in Germany.”) Costa- 
Gavras also suggests that had Hochhuth’s 
conscience-stricken SS officer, Kurt Gerstein 
(Ulrich Tukur), chosen not to follow orders, he 
would have been shot. 

Mathieu Kassowitz seems impossibly cal- 
low as the Jesuit Riccardo, who attempts to 
convey Gerstein’s information to the pope — 
perhaps because this is a character Hochhuth 
made up. As for Pius, history will record that 
millions of Jews died while he was pope, with 
little record what did stop the slaugh- 
ter. The problem, as with so many of the cur- 
rent “reality” films, from Bloody Sunday to The 
Pianist, that the castigated are not allowed 
to speak for themselves. This is nonetheless 
an important film, and its failure to find an 
American market says volumes. (132 minutes)

Lou Barlow puts all his eggs the Folk Implosion basket 


hen 1994 Lou Barlow started 

Folk Implosion with the release 

homonymous cassette tape home 
recordings the British Chocolate Monk 
label, was little more than lighthearted 
lo-fi side project that the former Dinosaur 
bassist spent time between tours and 
recording projects with his main gig, Se- 
badoh. But much the same way that the 
Sentridoh tapes Barlow quietly produced 
during his tenure Dinosaur grew into 
major concern the form Sebadoh, Folk 
Implosion, collaboration between Barlow 
and guitarist/songwriter John Davis, under- 
went slow transformation that 1995 
would put the duo par with the then 
Sub Sebadoh. That was the year 
Barlow and Davis hooked with up-and- 
coming Fort Apache producer Wally 
set their moody ruminations programmed 
trip-hop beats, and scored radio single 
with “The Natural One,” track from the 
Kids soundtrack (London). Sebadoh 
entered what would the twilight their 
career trio, Barlow and Davis were 
courted major labels for follow-up 
“The Natural One,” and Folk Implosion 
began look like viable long-term vehicle 
for Barlow’s songwriting talents. 

Then Barlow left Boston for the warmer 
hills surrounding Los Angeles, specifically 
the on-the-rise neighborhood Silver Lake, 
address that Gagel, Folk Implosion’s 
facto third member, had also decided call 
home. And the indie-/alternative-rock 
revolution the started lose mo- 
mentum, the future for Sebadoh 
longer looking quite bright. Folk Implo- 
sion didn’t exactly strike gold with their One 
Part Lullaby follow-up 
the Kids soundtrack, and 
before long, Barlow was 
confronted with major ca- 
reer decision. had become 
painfully obvious that 
longer had the clout sup- 
port two successful bands. 

Nevertheless, the choice 

made still surprised num- 

ber his most fervent fans: 

Sebadoh were done, 

least indefinite hiatus; and Folk Implo- 
sion, albeit brand new version the band, 
were reintroduced the world 
main gig 2001 headlining tour with 
the Melvins.

Cave major-label debut meal itself 


new Cave album, their major-label 

debut, called Antenna (RCA), which 

suitably obscure and pleasing three-syl- 
lable title for album your last one was 
named Jupiter but fails offer even brief 
glimpse waiting inside. begs for 
subtitle: How Stuff Gas Giant into 
Three-Minute Pop Song, maybe, Honey, 
Shrunk the Cave sticker: “New! Im- 
proved! Fewer Calories!” 

Alas, Antenna will have comes out 
this Tuesday, and it’s worth whatever 
asking. For one thing, there are dozen songs 
it, percent increase over 
eight. Yes, these are shorter with the ex- 
ception “Seafrost,” mid-album ambient- 
metal excursion that eclipses the eight-minute 
mark but healthier than the old 
ones. “We cut out the fat,” says frontman 
Steve Brodsky, who the time munching 
meatless meatball sandwich. rainy 
Sunday afternoon less than week after re- 
turning from Cave In’s second European 
headlining tour, he’s still suffering from resid- 
ual jet lag, and his disposition, overcast the 
sunniest days, all storm clouds. 
talk about food. Old habits die hard: even 
though longer renounces the consump- 
tion animal flesh (chicken proved his 
weak link), he’s still partial the well-execut- 
meatless novelty dish. 

Brodsky’s lapsed vegetarianism six 
years’ worth, including year full-on 
vegan was part package deal: came, 
his teens, attached the five-and-dime in- 
stant-social-consciousness kit they handed out 
with Earth Crisis records the grew 
hardcore kid, man. mean, labels 
were the devil.

Despite their reservations, perhaps be- 
cause them, the band have surrounded 
themselves with top-notch team.

RCA also represents Foo Fighters, who took 
Cave along for Euro jaunt few months 
ago. (During the expedition, journalist asked 
Dave Grohl name the one thing wished 
done last year. said wished he’d 
recorded Cave In.) Brodsky took lessons from 
vocal coach whose clients have included 
Rose, Janet Jackson, and Maynard 
James Keenan. The band found an ideal 
match engineer Rich Costey, who helmed 
the Antenna sessions Los Angeles: you 
can find guy whose résumé includes albums 
death-metal fiends Otep, minimalist com- 
poser Philip Glass, and Beatles Revolver fanat- 
ics the Apples Stereo, you’ve found your 
perfect Cave producer. 

The video for Antenna’s lead single, “An- 
chor,” was directed Dean Karr who has 
lensed Godsmack and Marilyn Manson, 
among countless others and stars Richard 
Edson, who holds the distinction having ap- 
peared one Brodsky’s all-time favorite 
movies (Ferris Day Off) well 
having been the first drummer one his 
all-time favorite bands (Sonic Youth). For 
their part, Cave have produced your classic 
major-label debut: reasonably concise, catchy 
serrated guitar tracks hovering the middle 
distance. Brodsky’s falsetto, deployed early 
and often Jupiter, has been reined in; this 
time around, he’s leveraged his delivery with 
more James Hetfield and less Geddy Lee. If 
Antenna is Jupiter on a slim-fast diet, what the 
weight loss reveals that atom-smashing 


rock-and-roll band have been lurking there 
all along. Like Foo Fighters, the Cave 
Antenna are adept pairing neck-snapping 
hard-rock verses with buoyant soft-rock cho- 
ruses the album kicks you the teeth and 
then offers you Popsicle.

honest-to-goodness love song culminates 
one the most lyrical and sentimental gui- 
tar solos since the one Slash played outside 
the church where got married “Novem- 
ber Rain.” (Brodsky, who always candid 
about his influences, claims the resemblance 
unintentional but allows that the top-hatted 
one was “the reason wanted play guitar.”) 

Through all, managed batten 
down the hatches while maintaining the ex- 
pansive sense majesty that’s been their hall- 
mark since their Creative Eclipses ushered 
them out hardcore and into wider world. 
The slacker mantra the album-closing 
“Woodwork” “Let’s all underachieve” 
the only thing linking Nirvana; the 
music itself anthemic, and the singer’s gust 
fatalism seems dissolve dramatically 
overachieving outward-rippling shimmer.

“It’s the obvious 
choice, isn’t it?” The song features one the 


disc’s most slashing, corrosive riffs, but had- 
heard natural choice. “It’s the song 
that basically any band could’ve written. More 
less it’s dumb rock song.” adds that 
isn’t the one would have chosen but that 
people outside the band seem gravitate to- 
ward it. few days later, notice that the song 
clocks three minutes and seconds 
the universally agreed-upon ideal length for 
pop song, least far radio concerned.

Cooder and Galban stretch out

uitarist Cooder has been mining his 

Buena Vista Social Club project for six 

years long enough that the rich 
mother lode dormant Cuban talent he’s 
been reviving could assumed have run 
out. After all, between the breakthrough 
1997 release Buena Vista Social Club (World 
Circuit/Nonesuch) and follow-up solo al- 
bums and tours the island nation’s Sina- 
tra, Ibrahim Ferrer, the feverishly swinging 
bassist Orlando “Cachaito” Lépez, folk gui- 
tarist Eliades Ochoa, and pianist Rubén 
Gonzalez, Cooder is already responsible for 
some the most joyful, emotional music 
filtered through major label’s channels 
ages. But his latest collaboration from the 
studios Havana unveils guitarist/organ- 
ist/composer such astonishing range, 
depth, and invention that it’s the Social 
Club’s boldest and most accessible sequel. 

The just-released Mambo Sinuendo (Perro 
Verde/Nonesuch) finds the roots-music-de- 
vouring six-stringer join- 
ing with Manuel Gal- 
ban, who made his reputa- 
tion Castro-era Cuba 
the arranger and guitarist 
Los Zafiros, once the 
country’s most popular 
vocal group. The disc 
nearly all instrumentals, 
there’s language barri- 
er. And its dozen tunes are 
bright, funny, rhythmically 
dynamic, and full 
strong major- and minor- 
key melodies that they 
speak directly fans 
just about any music. 
Imagine the Latin charms 
the Social Club 
matched the twangy 
definition and energy 
early rocker Duane Eddy, 
with the sly sonic inven- 
tion lounge king Juan 
Garcia Esquivel. Plus, the 
work Cooder and Gal- 
ban and jazz- 
savvy, even while cloaked 
mysterious reverb like 
great lost Ennio Morricone 
spaghetti-western tracks. 

Did forget mention the beauty? Gal- 
ban’s arrangement Billy Stewart’s 1954 
pop chestnut “Secret Love” flat-out 
heart-melting. His and Cooder’s sweet- 
toned guitars twine and chime the pace 
soft breathing. The slowly played chords 
yield every rich tone their harmonic 
range thanks thoughtful vintage 
amplification. The guitarists’ palms stroke 
whammy bars with the gentle pulse re- 
laxed heartbeats bend and shape their 
notes, and the melodies trickle along with 
the purity mountain-spring water. Al- 
though Galban plays most the melodies, 
including the chirping, madcap Farfisa line 
“Caballo Viejo,” Cooder supplies one 
his richest slide performances “Bolero 
Sonambulo,” slipping glass over steel 
strings for warm, slightly phlegm-throated 
guitar sound that’s slow, dreamy, and surre- 
enough fit the tune’s title. 

Right from the start, the pattering 
drums and chiseled low guitar notes 
“Drume Negrita,” which yield glorious-

Ellis, 68, led from the piano, with Bran- 
ford, 42, Wynton, 41, and trombonist 
Delfeayo, 37, making the front line 
while Jason, who turned 
March held down the beat 
with Veal, the only non- 
Marsalis the stage. The 
band are their first-ever 
tour support The 
Marsalis Family: Jazz Cele- 
bration, which came out last 
month Branford’s own 
Marsalis Music label (it’s dis- 
tributed Rounder). 

Marsalis-family event, they 
covered the stylistic history 
jazz. That ranged from Jelly 
Roll Morton’s “Jungle 
Thelonious “Green 
Chimneys,” fellow New Or-

Branford said about playing with Wyn- 
ton that it’s “not thing” 
he’s simply never found another trumpet 
player who could handle “Hesitation.”

GUNTER HAMPEL TRIO: 
LITTLE BIG BAND 


Last Friday night, German multi-instru- 
mentalist Gunter Hampel returned the 
Boston area for the first time years, 
with trio featuring two Americans 
clarinettist Perry Robinson, who has 


several Ellis o 


worked with him for more than years, 
and drummer Lou Grassi. Unlike many 
European improvisers his generation, 
Hampel never turned his back his 
roots in American jazz. In fact, his bands 
almost always feature American jazz 
players (for many years including his 
wife, the late African-American free-jazz 
vocalist Jeanne Lee), and his composi- 
tions pulse with genuine swing. The 
trio’s first set the Zeitgeist Gallery fea- 
tured several the prolific 
tuneful lines (he’s written well over 
thousand), two poems read author 
Herschel Silverman, and marvelous col- 
lective improvising. All was enlivened 
the varied tone colors 
three primary instruments: vibraphone, 
flute, and bass clarinet. 

Hampel has his own style each in- 
strument, but he’s major voice the 
vibraphone. the opening “Workout,” 
revealed all the potential: 
sharp clanking notes fell like drumbeats, 
his linear passages and four-mallet 
chords indicated kinship with the piano 
keyboard, and when depressed the 
damper pedal, built huge orchestral 
clouds sound that enveloped the 


group. 


lyricism played off the vari- 
ety Hampel’s accompaniment, their 
lines times intertwining close coun- 
terpoint. Robinson built interlinked 
phrases that snaked through the billows 
tone colors, and his notes pecked the 
air when Hampel’s percussive notes rang 
out. Even Robinson’s most agitated play- 
ing suffused with warmth and often 
wry humor (he threw in a whimsical 
quote “The Mexican Hat Dance” 
one point). Grassi orchestrated con- 
stantly shifting foundation, often concen- 
trating his bass drum, toms, and snare 
provide low-pitched contrast with the 
treble-range instruments. Once piece 
started, the trio was free develop 
spontaneously and there were unaccom- 
panied solos, duets, and full trio passages 
that kept the textures varied. 

Poet Silverman read two works, one 
inspired John Zorn, the other 
Hampel. There were few awkward mo- 
ments during the recitations, but the trio, 
with Hampel flute and bass clarinet 
briefly, often picked verbal cues from 
the poems, and most the time there 
was nice give-and-take between image 
and sound. solo vibraphone piece 

Hampel covered breathtaking range 
moods and techniques.

overlapping fugues. What else can one ex- 
cept repeat and repeat the outcry? This entire 
Requiem, maybe more than any other, empha- 
sizes supplication every form, from for- 
mal prayer seductive flattery, from timid be- 
seeching outright demand. 

Harbison follows the traditional Requiem 
order, first liturgy then poetry: the “Dies 
(“Day wrath”), the medizeval Latin poem, 
obsessive rhyming triplets, about the Day 
Judgment. Leaping flames the trumpets 
flicker over grim trombones. the word for 
“trembling,” flexatone (the most unusual in- 
strument spectacular array percussion) 
gets vigorous shaking; sounds like 
muffled fire alarm. People the audience last 
weekend actually looked around question- 
ing dismay. the “Tuba mirum” (“The 
trumpet, spreading its wondrous sound 
through the graves the earth”), instead 
the expected brassy blasts, Harbison gives 
muted trumpets and trombones, sarcastic 
and jazzy. Later, the “Quid sum miser” 
(“What can say, poor wretch?”), bluesy 
woodwinds accompany the first fearful solo 
voice, this case plangent mezzo-soprano 
Margaret Lattimore. 

this section and the following Recor- 
dare, surrounded delicate combinations 
winds and chimes (bells jogging the memo- 
ry?), the four soloists take center stage. Fear- 
less soprano Christine Brewer delivered im- 
posing invocation the “powerful king 
majesty” (“rex rising pierc- 
ing plea for salvation, vivid contrast Latti- 
more’s quieter despair and warmer though still 
tentative hope. Tenor Groves and bass- 
baritone Jonathan Lemalu began their own 
prayers for salvation, entering one time, 
then overlapping. the quiet Lacrymosa, the 
low-string pizzicatos seem like falling tears 
while soloists and chorus sing together for the 
first time joining public and private grief. 
The section ends with exciting Amen 
fugue, almost war cry, building inexorably 
sudden stop and followed hushed repe- 
tition the prayer for eternal rest. Fade out. 
End part one. 

the Offertorium (the offering 
sacrificial prayer and praise), turn back 
from poetry ritual, with the piquant har- 


monies late Stravinsky. The solo quartet 
here has the fastest and lightest music the 
Requiem like the quicksilver laughing 
fugue the end Falstaff (“All the 
world’s joke”). And this leads into the ecstat- 
chiming (marimba, vibraphone, glockenspiel) 
and scary percussion (timpani, temple block, 
brilliant drum “cadenza” Frank Epstein) 
exuberant but unsettling rhythm (7/8), ex- 
tolling the overwhelming glory God. 
Hosanna! Harbison takes out time and 
place recalling the distant and the exotic: 
Byzantine, even farther east the 
land the gamelan some place where the 
hieratic inseparable from the everyday. 

Some the most moving music still 
come, the spiritual struggle begins wind 
down. The entreaties are now purely for rest 
eternal rest. the Agnus Dei, searching 
violin obbligato (concertmaster Malcolm 
Lowe) alternates with the jagged 
and increasingly desperate invocation the 
gentle Lamb God (Brewer especially im- 
pressive here) and the chorus’s level intoning 
its persistent prayer: grant rest. the 
the form tolling bells surrounds the vocal 
quartet. Fear still present the “Libera 
me”; it’s the deepest voice Lemalu’s 
that “trembles,” then stops suddenly and whis- 
pers, “et timeo” (“and I’m afraid”). The 
mezzo-soprano sings the “bitterness” 
that “day disaster and misery” (“calamitatis 
Timpani taps are both solemn 
and unearthly. 

But it’s still not over. Harbison adds 
final section not included most Requiems 
(though it’s the most understated one, 
Fauré’s): “In Paradisum,” which becomes 
slowly syncopated pastoral lullaby for cho- 
rus and solo violin, almost waltz 
shimmering, dancing ascent into Heaven 
finally achieved.

In short 
order, the title track shifts 
from free-time intro to a hard 
backbeat with trumpet solo, 
then a double-time d&b tran- 
sition, then back to hard funk 
for a soaring 16-bar theme, 
solos, a secondary theme, a 
break for free-sustained wails 
from guitarist Marc Ribot, 
some glitch-and-keyboard and 
tape effects, a pitch-and-yaw guitar 
solo, and Seamus Blake eating up 
eighth notes over a fast walking 
bass.

This isn’t just a tribute to the late 
trombone great J.J. Johnson, who 
died in 2001. It’s six current trom- 
bonists offering an outstanding 
homage and reworking of the mate- 
rial from an innovator on his instru- 
ment in much the same way that 
Dizzy Gillespie or Bud Powell were 
on theirs. Here, a ‘bone battalion 
led by the accomplished Johnson 
disciple Steve Turre and including 
Robin Eubanks, Steve Davis, and 
even the New York Philharmonic’s 
Joe Alessi smoothly shifts gears 
through eight Johnson composi- 
tions and three other cuts. 

Several of the players spent 
time with Art Blakey, and a number

plosive creativity associated with

New Jersey's Symphony X have 
been wowing international audi- 
ences with their modern take on 
neo-classical metal. On their sixth 
album (and first for the US division 
of the venerable Eurometal label 
Inside Out), the band continue to 
wed Dream Theater's harmonic 
and conceptual rigor to Pantera’s 
primal stomp. 

The subject matter is appropri- 
ately ambitious: the album takes its

and producer Michael Romeo is an 
incredibly fluid player, but his Yng- 
wie Malmsteen-inspired virtuosity 
takes a back seat to his equally im- 
pressive compositional skills.

The mother of all re- 
cent monster-mommy novels, Janet Fitch's acclaimed and 
Oprah-approved White Oleander has been turned into a re- 
spectable big-screen coming-of-age survival saga that won't 
disappoint fans of the book. Michelle Pfeiffer as the beautiful 
but deadly ingrid — wisely reimagined in the film as an 
artist instead of a poet — steals the show.

The chapter 
from Vasily Grossman's Life and Fate 
that supplies the text of Frederick 
Wiseman’s sublime film takes the form 
of the last letter from a doctor to her 
son that’s written just before she's to 
be exterminated along with the other 
Jews of the Ukrainian town of 
Berdichev, which has fallen to the 
Nazis. The letter tells of the Germans’ 
arrival, the resurgent anti-Semitism 
among the doctor's long-time neigh- 
bors, the herding of the Jews into a 
ghetto, what they do and say there. 
The writer also expresses her love for 
her son and her thankfulness for his 
Safety, and she describes the discov- 
eries she makes and the dreams and 
memories that come as she faces her 
certain death. Wiseman, who's known 
for his vast body of work in documen- 
tary (this is his first fiction film), makes 
no attempt at a realistic representation 
either of the scenes the mother de- 
scribes or of her own situation (no 
shots of her sitting in a room writing, 
etc.). But La derniére lettre isn't a 
chaste film: on the contrary, it's prodi- 
gal with expressive effects, though 
within strict limits: black-and-white; 
one actress; one text (spoken verba- 
tim, without abridgment or addition);

Priest Vallon 
(Liam Neeson) heads the Irish gang 
the Dead Rabbits, but in battle against 
the Native Americans, the army of jin- 
goistic local yokels, he falls to his op- 
posite number, Bill “The Butcher” Cut- 
ting (Daniel Day Lewis). Fifteen years 
later his son Amsterdam (Leonardo 
DiCaprio) returns, ingratiating himself 
incognito into Bill's good graces, rising 
through the ranks, becoming his sec- 
ond-in-command, sleeping with his 
girlfriend Jenny (Cameron Diaz with 
red hair, a scar, and an erratic 
brogue), and plotting his demise. Di- 
Caprio narrates ail this in an insipid 
irish accent that pales before Day 
Lewis's Butcher, whose anarchic fury 
and sardonic asides cut short the 
film's worst indulgences in sentiment 
and self-importance. Gangs does

No one in 
The Guru gets away without looking a 
bit foolish — from wealthy white Amer- 
icans in search of exotic spiritual ad- 
visers and poor Indian immigrants 
pounding Budweiser in front of a big- 
screen TV to a porn director who wish- 
es he could get back to documen- 
taries. But director Daisy von Scherler 
Mayer (Party Girl) and screenwriter 
Tracey Jackson leave you feeling 
mighty fine about the human race and 
all its ridiculousness. Jimi Mistry (East 
Is East) plays Ramu, a charming Indi- 
an who moves to New York hoping to 
become an actor but finds himself 
— tables and unwittingly audition- 
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ing for an X-rated movie. When Ramu 
is mistaken for a “guru of sex" by soci- 
ety woman Lexi (Marisa Tomei), he re- 
alizes he can gain money and fame 
going the erotic Deepak Chopra route. 
But first he needs sexual wisdom, 
which he gets from a porn star 
(Heather Graham) in exchange for 
buying her an $800 cake for her wed- 
ding to a naive, devout Christian.

The goings on 
at Hogwarts School of Witchcraft and 
Wizardry include a murder-bent voice 
in the walls that only Harry can hear 
and a mysterious set of attacks that 
leave several students and the nasty 
caretaker's cat petrified.

Just 
glimpsed at the end of last year's The 
Fellowship of the Ring, Gollum, who's 
voiced by Andy Serkis (he's being 
touted by New Line Studio as an 
Oscar candidate), is the closest thing 
the centerpiece of Peter Jackson's 
adaptation of the Tolkien trilogy has to 
dramatic depth or conflict. This digitally 
rendered homunculus is the former 
owner of the Ring of Power; now de- 
based into a sibilant, loin-clothed 
junkie craving his Precious fix, he's like 
Laurence Oliviers Richard Ill com- 
pared with the stiff-upper-lipped forti- 
tude or leering villainy of the rest of the 
cast. But nuanced characterizations 
and performances are not what you 
expect from epics, or high-tech video 
games, and The Two Towers is more 
of the latter than the former. Jackson 
does sustain Tolkien's three narrative 
lines with admirable coherence. Hob- 
bits Frodo (Elijah Wood) and his faith- 
ful servant Sam (Sean Astin) have set 
off alone to Mordor; meanwhile their 
friends Pippin (Billy Boyd) and Merry 
(Dominic Monaghan) have been cap- 
tured by a gang of mutant Orcs, and 
the moody human wanderer Aragorn 
(Viggo Mortensen), the Dwarf Gimli 
(John Rhys-Davies, whose comedy is 
a welcome but infrequent relief), and 
the Elf Legolas (Orlando Bloom) have 
set off to find them. But as we get 
deeper into the tale, the director 
seems to get ever farther from its spir- 
it, its emotion, and its magic. Nonethe- 
less, the Academy has nominated it 
for Best Film.

***xLOST IN LA MANCHA (2003). 
Like the big disembodied animated 
foot from his Monty Python days, di- 
vine retribution has stalked Terry 
Gilliam’s filmmaking career. He's en- 
dured studio interference with his bril- 
liant Brazil, treacherous financing dur- 
ing the unfortunate The Adventures of 
Baron Munchausen, and most recent- 
ly, as recorded in this ruefully hilarious 
documentary from Keith Fulton and 
Louis Pepe, disasters of Biblical pro- 
portions during his abortive attempt to 
make his dream film, The Man Who 
Killed Don Quixote. Storm clouds rise 
while the crew begins to shoot the first 
scene; the sky explodes in thunder- 
bolts and a deluge washes equipment 
away. Some of the troubles, you think, 
could have been avoided — surely 
someone suspected that setting a lo- 
cation next to a NATO bombing range 
was a bad idea. Others, like that 
storm, come out of the blue. The film 
makes the obvious comparison be- 
tween Quixote and Gilliam himself, 
and that hoids true: despite his frustra- 
tions, the filmmaker's ebullient laugh- 
ter prevails. Unlike Francis Ford Cop- 
pola in Hearts of Darkness or Werner 
Herzog in Burden of Dreams, both of 
whom display signs of hubris or at 
least of an abrasive personality, 
Gilliam seems completely undeserv- 
ing of his fate. And determined to fight

It consists of the multi-layered 
reflections of an artist as he inter- 
weaves his bleak and resonant memo- 
ries of childhood and his troubled rela- 
tionship with his parents with scenes 
from his adult life and his troubled rela- 
tionship with his wife and children.

The stuff of life is rendered 
magical and nascent by Tarkovsky's 
chthonic imagery, uncanny juxtaposi- 
tions, and manic inspiration.

Women in these dumb comedies al- 
ways fall into two categories: the 
super-sweet girl next door who's 
turned on by male antics, and the 
scolding, castrating figure. Old School 
briefly gives us a third type — the girl- 
friend who when you come home 
early from a business trip you discover 
is into gangbanging (Juliette Lewis). 
But she's gone from the film after 10 
minutes, and the rest of this frat-house 
farce is devoted to men behaving stu- 
pidly.

The simple plot can seem pre- 
dictable, but Open Hearts is never 
banal or manipulative: rather, we see 
what's coming and are, like the char- 
acters, helpless to unimagine it. The 
actors, particularly Mikkelsen and 
Steen, give authenticity to this moving, 
witty, intensely intimate film. Biers illu- 
minates that place within the human 
psyche where hope and loss, fragility 
and strength, intersect.

***xTHE PIANIST (2002). Steven 
Spielberg may go soft in the final act of 
Schindler's List, but not Roman Polan- 
ski in this adaptation of the memoir of 
Wiadyslaw Szpilman, a Jewish concert 
pianist who survived the Holocaust by 
hiding out in the Warsaw ghetto. We 
first see Szpilman (a masterful Adrien 
Brody) playing Chopin for Warsaw 
radio as the bombs start falling. His fa- 
ther, played with touching grace by 
Frank Finlay, reminds us that “things 
could be worse,” and they invariably 
are, with the next cut to more dracon- 
ian restrictions, ghettoization, deporta- 
tions, and doom. This slow encroach- 
ment of the Final Solution has been 
done before on screen, but never with 
such suffocating authenticity. Szpilman 
escapes a final round-up of Jews by 
hiding under a café stage, and his pre- 


war reputation and circle of artistic | 


friends help gain him refuge in a series 
of safe houses. Polanski declines to 
criticize a man who chose survival 
when he had a chance to join others 
who died fighting — yet this is a direc- 
tor who himself escaped the Nazis as 
a Jewish child in Krakow, and his 
wartime experiences color every frame 
of his work. Details emerge with the 
shocking vividness that can come only 
from traumatic experience: a dead 
woman frozen in a pose that looks bal- 
letic, an invalid in a wheelchair tossed 
from a window. Motifs recur that have 
shaped Polanski’s body of work, in par- 
ticular the image of the hapless ob- 
server trapped in an apartment ob- 
serving the horror from a window, wait- 
ing for it to seek him or her out, that 
make Repulsion, Rosemary's Baby, 
and The Tenant so creepy, claustro- 
phobic, and irresistible. As Polanski de- 
picts it, Szpilman’s ordeal was a rear 
window on the greatest crime of all, 
one that neither artists nor voyeurs can 
fully escape. Oscar-nominated for Best 
Film, Best Director, and Best Actor 
(Brody).

* * THE QUIET AMERICAN (2002). 
Graham Greene's 1956 novel gets a 
conventional but resolute and moving 
adaptation here from Phillip Noyce. 
Years before Vietnam was our Viet- 
nam, Greene's novel presciently char- 
acterized the next half-century of 
American foreign policy. Said policy is 
embodied by “American Aid worker” | 
Alden Pyle (Brendan Fraser), a be- 
spectacied geek fresh off the plane in 
Saigon filled with a Harvard-bred zeal 
for spreading democracy. He's at once 
befriended by the more jaded and re- | 
signed Thomas Fowler (Michael 
Caine), a London Times “reporter” 
who's involved with an orphaned bour- | 


| geois beauty (Do Thi Hai Yen, who is | 


stunning, inscrutable, and shallow) | 


whom he's rescued from the ranks of 
taxi dancers. Fraser's beefy charm 
holds up weil against Caine’s whiskey- 
seasoned, opium-addied nihilism; their 
scenes together express far more pas- 
sion than either actor's scenes with the 
object of his obsession. For both 
Greene and Noyce, of course, the in- 
ternational triangle of Thomas, Alden, 


and Phuong is a not so subtle allegory | 


of the rivalry between the brash Ameri- 
can upstarts and the “aging European” 
— as Alden undiplomatically describes 
his British friend — for the prize of 
Asia's soul. Greene doesn't judge; 
Noyce seems to, and the film's per- 
ceived anti-Americanism led to a long 
delay in its release after September 11 

The 1958 Joseph L. Mankiewicz ver- 
sion starring Audie Murphy and 
Michael Redgrave featured a then po- 
litically correct ending; this American 
has the vantage of historical hindsight, 
if not more tolerant times, to support its 
less fashionable point of view. Caine 
has been nominated for a Best Actor 
Oscar.

**x*xRABBIT-PROOF FENCE 
(2002). Director Phillip Noyce (Patriot 
Games) returns to his native continent 
with this based-in-fact film that has al- 
ready caused considerable controver- 
sy Down Under. In 1931, the “White 
Australia Policy” decreed that “half 
caste” Aboriginal children fathered by 
whites would be forcibly removed from 
their homes and trained for domestic 
servitude. Many of these children were 
fathered by the men who built and 
maintained the rabbit-proof fence that 
bisects Australia. The heroines of 
Noyce's story, Molly, Daisy, and Gracie, 
are taken from their mothers in Jiga- 
long and sent to a settlement 1200 
miles away — but with plucky Molly 
(Everlyn Sampi in an impressive 
debut) leading the way, the girls es- 
cape, traveling by night and foraging for 
food as they search for and follow the 
fence that will lead them back home. 
Pieced together from letters and police 
reports, the straightforward narrative 
refuses to demonize the government's 
actions. Kenneth Branagh is understat- 
ed as the official overseeing the inves- 
tigation; Walkaboufs David Gulpilil is 
superb as a silent tracker who may be 
torn between duty and racial loyalty. 
Peter Gabriel's evocative score and 
Christopher Doyle's gorgeous photog- 
raphy enliven this glimpse into Aus- 
tralia's dark imperialistic past. (94m)

Walter's latest talent discovery, 
MIT computer whiz James Clayton 
(Colin Farrell), is eager to please the 
older man, a convenient substitute for 
James's father, a possible spook him- 
self who disappeared in Peru in 1990 
So as the training “tests” at “The Farm” 
get increasingly more sado-masochis- 
tic, resembling a cross between a reali- 
ty game show and outtakes from XXX, 
James goes along, belying Walter's ob- 
servation that he especially likes 
James's talent for listening to the quiet 
voice within in the midst of deceptions. 
In other words, when it comes to a 
choice between the heart's inclination 
— comely fellow recruit and suspected 
mole Layla (Bridget Moynahan) — and 
perceived duty, you know which way 
James is going to go. Although devoid 
of surprises, originality, or relevance, 
The Recruit does get a jolt from the 
raw performance of Farrell. Pacino, on 
the other hand, seems to be rehashing 
his routines from his last three films: 
he's scolding, loopy, verbose, and 
bored. Director Roger Donaldson 
made the same film with some suc- 
cess in 1987 with No Way Out. Now he 
and Pacino seem content to embody 
James's description of company men 
as “old white guys who fell asleep 
when we needed them most.”

**x*xRIVERS AND TIDES: ANDY 
GOLDSWORTHY WORKING WITH 
TIME (2001). Albert Camus's “The 
Myth of Sisyphus” comes to mind while 
you're watching Scottish environmental 
sculptor Andy Goldsworthy work on a 
project in Thomas Riedelsheimer's 
documentary. He's trying to build one 
of his trademark pinecone-shaped 
sculptures out of stones on a beach 
before the tide comes in. After it's col- 
lapsed for the fourth time, he says that 
with each attempt he got to know the 
stone a little better, but he just didn't 


get to know it well enough. What most 
would regard as futility and transience 
Goldsworthy, like the mythical hero of 
Camus's essay, embraces. Art, he be- 
tieves, is not about permanence, it's 
about catching the patterns of the 
ephemeral, the natural cycle of ebb 
and flow. That all sounds a bit touchy- 
feely, but as Goldsworthy points out, 
his work often speaks better than his 
words, and the images of him pulveriz- 
ing a stone into an iron-rich powder 
and then tossing it into a river so that it 
flows red like blood give force to the 
notion that even rocks are fluid. 
Goldsworthy finds a fine collaborator in 
Riedelsheimer, and the film shimmers 
with stunning images of intricate 
pieces achieving their apotheosis and 
then collapsing in a variety of environ- 
ments. Riedelsheimer's illuminating 
recording of the process, however, 
begs the question: if a sculpture falls in 
the woods and only the sculptor sees 
it, is it art?

* *xTHE ROCKY HORROR PICTURE 
SHOW (1976). This horror-camp ex- 
travaganza still draws midnight crowds. 
Its story of two dorky, all-American kids 
(Barry Bostwick and Susan Sarandon) 
who find themselves indoctrinated into 
the pansexual ways of Dr. Frank-N- 
Furter is no more outrageous than La 
Cage aux Folles, but only a curmudg- 
eon would deny the magnetism of Tim 
Curry, whose lip-smacking rendition of 
“Sweet Transvestite” remains one of 
the high points in all of cult movies.

***1/2 RUSSIAN ARK (2002). Shot 
(by steadicam operator Tilman Bittner 
of Lola rennt fame) in a single take 
without cuts, Aleksandr Sokurov's film 
raises esthetic and philosophical is- 
sues, such as the deleterious effect of 
Eisensteinian montage on the modem 
consciousness. Visiting St. Peters- 
burg’s vast Hermitage Museum, the 
former Winter Palace, the unseen pro- 
tagonist (Sokurov in voiceover) has 
slipped into a limbo where the vivid, 
elaborately costumed ghosts of three 
centuries of the Russian past haunt the 
rococo corridors and ballrooms in a 
kind of Last Year at Marienbad made 
for the History Channel. There he en- 
counters a kindred spirit: a 19th-centu- 
ty French marquis (Sergei Dontsov) 
with whom he can communicate and 
who becomes his testy Vergil in this 
netherworld. Together the pair witness 
historical episodes both famous and 
obscure: Nicholas | (Yuli Zhurin) ac- 
cepting an apology from ambassadors 
of the Persian shah for the killing of a 
Russian emissary, Catherine the Great 
(Maria Kuznetsova) rushing through 
the snow looking for a place to pee, 
and an unknown carpenter construct- 
ing coffins for the invisible stacked 
dead of the Great War. In the film's 
grand finale, a re-creation of the Great 
Royal Waltz from 1913, it makes a dif- 
ference that the hundreds of extras all 
hit their mark and that when hundreds 
of dancers whirled and spun, it was all 
filmed in one take, just as it happened.

**xSHANGHAI GHETTO (2002). 
When the rest of the world, including 
the United States, turned its back on 
the Jewish refugees in Germany in 
1939, Hitler took that as a go-ahead for 
the Final Solution. As quoted in Shang- 
hai Ghetto, Dana Janklowicz-Mann & 
Amir Mann's efficient if stolid docu- 
mentary, the response from Nazi min- 
ister of propaganda Joseph Goebbels 
was, “They want us to do the job for 
them.” Hope came from an unlikely 
source: Germany's Axis partner Japan. 
The Chinese port of Shanghai was 
brutally occupied by Japanese troops, 
but because of bureaucratic technicali- 
ties, no passports were required for 
entry, and that allowed some 20,000 
fortunate souls to escape there and 
survive the war. Using stock archival 
footage and interviews with survivors 
— then only children — and historians, 
with narration by Martin Landau, 
Shanghai Ghetto chronicles the for- 
tunes of this enclave, from the desper- 
ate beginnings and the lifesaving as- 
sistance of the wealthy local Jewish 
community and American Jewish 
agencies to the desperate times follow- 
ing Pearl Harbor when the Japanese 
tightened restrictions and cut off all for- 
eign aid. The story itself is fascinating, 
and its ironies and examples of perse- 
verance are inspiring, but only occa- 
sionally does Shanghai Ghetto rise 
above the conventional, as when the 
filmmakers accompany a pair of sur- 
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vivors to their old ghetto dwellings in | 
today’s Shanghai. (b&w and 
color/95m) West Newton.

One of the 
murkiest, most surreal and cerebral 
science-fiction films ever made, Andrei 
Tarkovsky's adaptation of a Stanislaw 
Lem novel is set in a futuristic, allegori- 
cal dystopia in which the grizzled guide 
of the title escorts a writer and a scien- 
tist into the desolate “Zone” in search 
of the “Truth.” The ultimate destination 
is the Chamber of Desires, where the 
guests’ secret wishes can be fulfilled. 
As always with Tarkovsky, the narrative 
is magically philosophical — also 
pompous, ponderous, and murky. This 
movie is long, but it's often stunning as 
well.

THE STEAMROLLER AND THE VIO- 
LIN (1960). Andrei Tarkovsky’s diplo- 
ma film finds young Sasha, who's been 
bullied, taking lessons from an unsym- 
pathetic violin teacher. But then a 
steamroller driver teaches Sasha to 
stand up for himself, and Sasha plays 
his violin for the man in appreciation. In 
Russian with English subtitles. (46m) 
The film is preceded by Chris Marker's 
Une journée d’Andrei Arsenovitch/ 
One Day in the Life of Andrei Are- 
senovich, a study of Andrei Tarkovsky 
that's thoroughly Markerian in its in- 
sights and textures. The recurrent high 
angles Marker points out in Tarkovsky’s 
films, expressive of the point of view of 
“man in the sky, looking down at the 


| earth,” remind you of the high angles in 


his own Le joli mai, in which the cam- 
era surveys Paris. At the beginning of 
the movie, Tarkovsky’s son and moth- 
er-in-law arrive in France to be reunited 
with the dying exile.
